SEX AND LOVE IN THE BIBLE $6.50 


** No matter who may be attracted to this book by the title, which is an 
accurate description of the subject matter, and which needs no apology, the reading 
of this book will do him good. Dr. William Graham Cole, professor of Religion at 
Williams College, has already acquired a well-earned reputation for unusual compe- 
tence in this field through his earlier book, Sex in Christianity and Psychoana-: 
lysis, and now he gives us a brilliant and penetrating study in this field of intimate 
personal relations which is of such major concern to every man. He examines carefully 
every major biblical reference to sex and love, both sacred and profane, and against 
this Biblical background he projects the modern world of the Kinsey reports, calling 
for a more understanding approach to the sexual dilemmas and distortions of the men 
and women of today, which are not so different from those of Bible days. It is only 
after sex becomes separated from love that it becomes twisted and demonic, he says, 
descending then to the realm of mere instinct and sensual lust, transforming men 
into something subhuman. The application of moralistic repression, either by law, 
social mores or the church will not remove this separation. Rather must the positive 
in sex be accentuated on all fronts, following the lead toward a more excellent way 
provided by the Bible, that of gratefully reserving the divine gift of sexuality for 
its highest possibilities. The book is theologically sound, sociologically and 
psychiatrically well-balanced, - and it makes fascinating reading.

THE CONCISE ENCYCLOPEDIA OF LIVING FAITHS $12 .95 


This is an extremely valuable compendium of articles by British authorities 
in the field of comparative religion. In an introduction the editor says that it is 
primarily designed for those "post-Christians" who are at a loss in their unbelief, 
who find return to what they call "superstition" impossible and need to fill the 
gap. But this reader feels that the market is considerably wider; that knowledge of 
other religions than one's own should be a part of everyman's education. This is not 
a total‘history; it omits, except as the past concerns the present, the old faiths 
and includes only the living faiths. These are grouped into the well-defined cate- 
gories:- Prophecy (under which come the Western religions which owed their origins 
to Judaism,- Judaism, Christianity, Islam and Zoroastrianism); Wisdom (under which 
are grouped Hinduism, Jainism, Buddhism, Shintoism, Confucianism and Taoism). All 
are treated historically, but the emphasis is on the faiths- the one group linked by 
a set relationship between God and Man; the other aiming at the release of the soul 
from the bondage of the body. In a final chapter and in conclusion, two modern mani- 
festations are discussed, the Jungian depth psychology and Marxiam Communism. He sees 
in materialism more of a challenge than in science. This is not a book for pickup 
reading, but one that should prove useful in private libraries and small libraries 
for reference and study. Illustrated with 96 pages of monochrome plates and 8 in 
full color.

The editing of such a book as this does little to clarify or strengthen 
Christian faith as we know it, for it attempts to disregard what the author, and others, 
have come to call the religion about Jesus in an attempt to reconstruct the religion 
of Jesus. Mr. Robert 0. Ballou here selects a series of readings from the Old and New 
Testaments, the sayings of the rabbis and Philo, which, he fairly claims, must have 
Played a part in the religious awareness and development of Jesus. That they are related 
to his own sayings and teachings is plain, and by ignoring much else in Jesus' teaching 
it is possible, as the author does, to claim that Jesus gave warmth and vitality to the 
tenets of an universal religion, of which the Christmas festival becomes "not a mere 
sectarian observance but the celebration by all men of those ideals which Jesus expressed”. 
But most Christians will feel that this attempt to single out the simple aspects of Jesus' 
faith which are non-controversial and therefore universally acceptable, is not faith at 
all, not even positive thinking. Jesus believed all this, and much more. He said so.

Now God's Man, by an American author, Clarissa Davidson, a 
friend of the family, makes its appearance, and we read the same story, in the same se- 
quence of events, and the man who emerges is the same man of controversy and contradic- 
tion, but a true pastor and family man who is loved by those who know him best and res- 
pected by those who have reason to fear his integrity and forthrightness. But Davidson 
writes a more human story with more direct quotations from the conversation and writing © 
of Niemoeller, and a more exact and detailed description of some of his experiences 
which could only have originated from God’s Man himself, sharing his deeper thoughts with 
a trusted friend. It's a book worth reading by those who may wonder whether the Christian 
faith really works under the cruel strain of concentration camp persecution. The answer 
of Martin Niemeoller's life is that it works best there.

In our own day Karl Barth has made the greatest single contribution to this understanding, 
but this new study by Emil Brunner, in which he shows again how Paul has supplied the 
material and pointed the way for the whole of Christian theology and all Christian thought.

BEYOND THEOLOGY 
The Autobiography of Edward Scribner Ames 


The author, for many years teacher of philosophy at the University of Chicago, 
and for forty years pastor of the University Church of the Disciples of Christ, as well 
as dean of the Disciples Divinity House, has given us the story of his life, which is 
largely the engrossing account of his life's search for the truth of religion, which he 
sees enlarged by the scientific and philosophic advances of his day. Dr. Ames had a 
reverence for all truth as God's truth, and he was impatient toward creeds, dogma, and 
theology. He was a true liberal of the school that flourished the first part of the 
twentieth century, though it was thrown off its stride a bit, and was caught unaware by 
the first World War. His autobiographical writing was largely finished by 1940, at which 
time he thought of man's great task as the bringing to fuller realization the kingdom 
of heaven within man,--and the two great principles essential to its fulfillment as love 
and wisdom. These qualities, he believed, are self-evidencing. They are not speculative 
or theological, though, he says, love is of God, and wisdom is essential to the develop- 
ment of love. One wonders whether he found his position "beyond theology” so comfortable 
during and after the second World War, with the wide return to the sort of orthodox 
theology he had worked away from. Nevertheless, the book makes fascinating reading to 
anyone who may today wonder what the world was like which could produce a man so sane and 
untroubled, but humanly, if naively, wise as Dr. Ames. (Publ.) 
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
